the hanks had closed scores of farmers 
bad been tu rned awav from the banks 
with the ex cu se “ money is slightly 
ont of shap e, bu t ail w ill be made 
right M onday .’’ 
It is said that the liabilities of the 
comp any will total in the negihoi 
hood of |7 1,000
